Physiotherapy 
Class Begins 

McGill Meets 
Wartime Needs 
By New Course 

Beause of the ever-increasing de 
mand for physiotherapists, McGlU 
University is Instituting a course in 
In this profession. It ,1s scheduled 
to begin on October eighteenth, and 
will train women in the care of 
disabled war veterans. Commissions 
equivalent to that of a nursing sis- 
ter will be given to all who gradu- 
ate. These graduates will also be 
capable of working in hospitals, in- 
dustries,, and private practice when 
they return to civilian life, as phy- 
siotherapy, is an important and 
growing branch of modem medi- 
cine. 

The work of a truly qualified phy- ' 
siotheraplst is under the direction 
of a physician or surgeon. It con- 
sists of the use of light, heat, elec- 
tricity, massage, and remedial gym- 
nasties as a means of treatment for 
disease or Injury. It is a well- 
recognized profession for women 
and the demand for such trained 
personnel far exueeds the supply. 
The new course will be of two years 
duration, followed by a hospital in- 
terneship of six months. During the 
course the students v.-ill perform 
their practical work tI the ChU- 
dren's Memorial, Montreal Gener- 
al, and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
The entrance requirements are 
senior matriculation or its equiva- 
lent. Completion of the course will 
entitle the student to a diploma 
from the university and makes the 
graduate eligible for membership in

Board Decides-^Ab'sence 
Will Disrupt Classes 

Last Friday the ■ direct^ of 
National Selective .Service, Ar- 
thur MncNainarn, announced 
tliat tlie Federal Labor Depart- 
ment has asked the Universities 
of Quebec to supply 800 senior - 
students to go to the State of 
Maine for two weeks to help 
gather in a heavy potato crop 
which is threatened by a labor 
shortage. 

The request was considered on 
Saturday by McGill University au- 
thorities and It was tentatively de- 
cided that it would seriously, disor- 
ganize the important studies of 
those students whom the govern- 
ment now allows to remain at Uni- 
versity for educational reasons. 
Principal's Statement 
In a statement issued to the press 
ast night. Dr. F. Cyril James said: 
"The Dean of the Faculty of 
Agriculture and the Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science togeth- 
er with member.'; of the Arts Coun- 
cil met on Saturday and tentatively 
decided that it would seriously dis- 
organize the Important studies of 
those students whom the govern- 
ment now allows to remain at Uni- 
versity for educational reasons. 
Further discussion will occur to- 
morrow, but the present evidence 
points to the fact that it would be 
very difficult for McGlll to co- 
operate." 

Mr. MacNamara said that the re- 
quest for assistance came through 
the United States legation in Ot- 
tawa and the Department asked 
that if the students volunteered 
they' would be paid wage rates 
which would enable them to earn 
from four to five dollars a day. 

Although the Oka Agricultural 
School at Oka, Quebec has offered 
to send 50 students, no word has 
as yet been received from the Uni- 
versity of Montreal or Laval Uni- 
versity at Quebec. 

Rev. Dr. A. H. McGrcer Principal 
of the University of Bishop's Col- 
lege at Sherbrooke, Quebec, said: 

"There are special considerations 
that are of a compelling character 
in our case which prevent our send- 
ing students to Maine and I have 
advised the Minister to this effect."' 
According to Dr! James' state- 
ment, there will be another meet- 
ing of ithe. Arts Council today and 
an announcement will be forthcom- 
ing. However Principal James 
stresses the point that it will be 
very difficult for McGill to cooper- 
ate. 

Several students who went har- 
vesting last year expressed the 
opinion that this venture would 
seriously hamper their work here 
at tlie ' University and since there ■ 
would be mid-term examinations In 
all subjects, they felt that this-plan 
for potato digging would be unfeas- 
able.

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More Harvesting? 

Artliur MacNamara, director of Na- 
tional Selective Service, has issued an ap- 
peal to all the senior educational institu- 
tions of the province for 800 workers to 
help har^•cst the potato crop in Maine. The 
request camo from the United States lega 
tion in Ottawa, and although the depart 
ment was unable to supply the men, it 
agreed to contact the universities and ask 
for volunteers. 

Last year, the Minister of Labor called 
for studenta to help harvest the wheat 
crops of Saskatchewan. The response was 
very gratifying, McGill sending over 400 
students from every faculty except ^Icdi- 
cino and Engineering. Although many of 
the individual student* came ,back with 
stories of hardship, underpay, artd unem- 
ployment, the provincial government of 
Saskatchewan stated that the student labor 
had been instrumental in saving a large 
percentage of their crop. 

On Saturday afternoon, in a prelimin- 
ary discussion of the appeal, the Principal 
and the deans of Arts and Science, and 
Agriculture, as well as the Arts Council, 
decided that in the interests of the stu- 
dents, it would be impossible to arrange 
leave. 

This decision was prompted, no doubt, 
by the stiffening of National Selective Ser- 
vice regulations, and the importance with 
which the government regards the studies 
of those students which it permits to re- 
main in college. 

It is paradoxical that, on one hand, the 
Department oî National Selective Service 
can stress the importance of university 
courses in the prosecution of the war 
effort; while, on the other hand, it requests 
students to leave their studies for two 
weeks to 'work as unskilled lahourers. 
There can be no doubt as to the seriousness 
of the labor shortage, since it has caused 
Selective Service to make seemingly con- 
tradictory rulings. 

The har\'esting excursion of last Fall 
resulted in a great deal of mental and 
physical hardship for those students who 
"went West." They were, for the most part, 
physically and technically unsuited for the 
work; and the farmers, while feeling grate- 
ful for- their cooperation and goodwill, 
were unwilling to pay the salaries which 
had been promised. They were justified in 
their stand, for the students would have 
been earning better wages than most of the 
skilled farm workers. 

Wiicther the same situation would pre- 
vail in the United States is open to con- 
jecture, but the students should feel that 
thèy have benefitted by the decision of the 
University authorities, for they will now 
be at liberty to continue with their studies. 
There will be 'no question of having to 
make up two wèeks in lectures and mill- 
tary training. Thère will bè no changes in 
the timetables and no duplication of lec- 
tures. There will be no excuse for those 
•tudents who fail to acquire the required 
percentage in the mid-sessional and final 
ex aminatio ng.

Motion picture fans who like good music 
have a treat awaiting them at Locw's Theatre 
where the "Phantom of tho Opera" is being 
shown this week. Blond-halrcd Nelson Eddy, 
turned brunct for this technicolor production, 
has seldom been in better voice, and for his 
new singing partner. Susanna Foster, the critics 
are still hunting for superlatives to describe 
her voice and acting, 

Claude Rains, who plays the. part of the 
phantom who terrorized the Paris Opera in his 
efforts to "further" the career of Susanna Fos- 
ter, a young understudy, turns in a wonderful 
performance, though his efforts arc 'hampered 
by the weak plot which never fully explains 
his interest in Miss Foster.

In general, the "Phantom of the Opera" is a 
good musical melodrama with only a minor 
horror counterpoint, which was certainly not 
lacking the original version of this picture 
back in the silent days, and starred Lon 
Chaney.

The Nature and FuncUon of Crltlclsin: 

A question which frequently presents 
itself to every serious student of the arts 
is "What is, after all, the use of art criti- 
cism?" For the people who understand 
these matters wilt understand them with- 
out it; and if their considered opinion dis- 
agrees with that of the critic, the criticism 
will be of even less use to them. As for 
those who, to make them understand a 
work of art, require a critic's explanations, 
no amount of them will ever help them. In 
other words, from some points of view art 
criticism seems a^futile, almost a sterile oc- 
cupation. 

And I believe that one must In the end 
class criticism as a secondary art; for it 
is essentially a derivative form, and as such 
cannot be on a par with the best creative 
work which takes its materials directly 
from life. But an art it definitely can be, 
and in so far as it is that, it is neither futile 
nor sterile. No one who has read Lesslng 
or Walter Pater can deny the inspirational 
element In great crlllcism, both in the im- 
aginative Insight of the analysis and in the 
personal expression of thought and emo- 
tion. True criticism is never dry, it is never 
petUIy destructive;' the best criticism is 
produced when someone with a broad back- 
ground of knowledge and a deep love for 
art immerses himself utterly in the mood 
and spirit of a work which appeals to him, 
and lets himself become completely recep- 
tive through the medium of that work to 
the mood of the creator's original Inspira- 
tion. In the light of the emotional response 
produced, which will be a strong one if the 
Interest of the appreclator and the value of 
the work bo real, all the salient features of 
that work will show ui> clearly, its beauties, 
its charms, iu strength', and Its weaknesses, 
like an enlarged magic-lantern picture east 
upon the mind. This method is very close 
to the one which has given us our best 
translations; it is also interesting to note 
In this connection that the great musician 
Caesar Franck would sit down and read by 
the hour the musical scores of his most be- 
loved composers, until, thoroughly Imbued 
with the strength and meaning of their 
message, tho need to create would seize 
hjm too. And similarly, the great critic, 
imbued with the spirit of the virork he is 
studying, is led to give creative exprenlon ^ 
to his emotional response to that work— an 
exprenlon which can often be as personal 
and as artistically satisfying as many a 
"work- of art." 

But that in itself is not the aim of cri- 
ticism. Once. the expression has been at- 
tained, once the critic has transmitted to 
tas as completely as possible the effect of 



the work upon himself, his interpretaUon 
becomes a companion piece to that wprk, 
and by reading his words conjointly with 
our study of his subject, our appreciation 
of the latter can be greatly enhanced, as 
well as our opinions clarified by the cross- 
current of his thought This ability to enjoy 
a work of art more fully when taken con- 
jointly with a fine criticism Is based upon 
one of the most valid aspects of human na- 
ture-the desire to share the things we like. 
We all know how much fuller our appre- 
ciation of great art can be when we have 
been made permeable to profound emotion 
by the parUdpaUon in that experience of 
someone whom we love: Similar, though 
less intense, perhaps, is the effect of shar- 
ing our emotJoAal experience, even indlr- 
ectly, with someone whose fine taste, deep 
knowledge, sympathetic understanding, and 
love for art come to expression in such 
luminous words as those of the "Studies in 
the Renaissance" of Walter Pater, for ex- 
ample. 

An anthology of criticism, which should 
help convince anyone as to the Importance 
and the intrinsic value of this form is "The 
Great CriUcs," by Smith and Parks, It may 
be observed, by a glance at the Index of 
this book, that, just as the best poeU have 
done the best translations of poetry, the 
best authors, from Aristotle to tho.present 
day. have written the best criScSn^

AUSTRALIAN YOUTHS ESTAB- 
LISH HOSTELS 

Camps to Serve Students on Va- 
cation ' 



Sydney, Australia (By exchange) 
— (CU.P.) —Providing inexpensive 
recreational facilities for students 
and student organizations, the 
Youth Hostel Association of Aus- 
tralia, sponsored by the National 
Fitness Council, Is establishing a 
string ot camps on the north-east 
coast of that continent as bases for 
outings in vacation periods. The 
camps will serve as centres for 
students entering their summer va- 
cation in the southern continent at 
this time. With equipment ready 
to supply any student organization 
with overnight sleeping or camping 
gear, the hostels are a compara- 
tvely new venture by the associa- 
tion. 

Summer vacationists will be pro- 
vided with a place to sleep as well 
as excellent swimming and boat- 
ing facilities. They are so situated 
as to be convenient for travellers 
on horseback, foot, bicycles and In 
canoes. 

Other kinds ot hostels are lock- 
up huts with bunks and cooking 
utensils and sheds with tents and 
camping equipment One type is 
built along the lines of a log cabin 
with a central living room, fire 
place and beniehes. There are se- 
parate bunk-houses for men' and 
women, and mattresses and blankets 
arc provided by the association. 
Each hostel is complete with maps 
and itineraries to supply the travel- 
ler wilH. knowledge of the country- 
side. ' 

Te yearly cost of the service to 
members of the Youth Hostel As- 
sociation is $1.25. Societies are en- 
titled to the lise of the services for 
a nominal fee amounting to about 
six cents per person per year.

Yanks Win 2-0 
To Take Series . 

Dickey's Homer Margin 
As Chandler Triumphs- 
Gordon, Crosetti Star 

For the sixth time In the last 
eight years the banner of World 
Champions flies over the three- 
tiered Yankee Stadium, the house 
that Ruth built By virtue ot their 
2-0 win over the luckless Cardinals 
from St Louis, the Yanks have 
once more proved their supremacy 
in the realm of baseball. 

Spud Chandler once more demon- 
strated why his earned-run average 
ot 1.67 -eomblncd with a win and 
lost average of 20-4 earned him re* 
cognition as the American League's 
most valuable piece of pitching pro- 
perty. Although in constant trouble 
throughout the altcrnoon. Chandler 
proved far too much for the Cards 
in the clinches and not a Red Bird 
crossed the plate. From the first 
inning the game had all the appear- 
ances of pitcher's duel. In fact, they 
might still be playing now due to 
both teams' Inability to move their 
runners along when in scoring posi- 
tion. The hapless Cardinals left 
eleven men stranded on' the base- 
paths, and in addition outhit the 
Yankees, 10 to 7. The defeat was 
not by any means the fault of 
pitcher Morton Cooper, who hurled 
a masterful game, striking out the 
first five batters to face him in the 
game. He made one mistake, how 
ever, throwing a home-run ball to 
catcher Bill Dickie, always a dan- 
gerous threat in the sixth inning, 
Dickey lined the ball up on the roof 
ot the right field pavilion scoring 
Charlie Keller, who had previously 
singled ahead of him. This blow- 
delivered In typical Yankee fashion 
put the game on ice for the New 
York club, and finished any hope, 
tliat the Cardinals had of coming 
back to repeat last year's triumph.' 

A bad break in the game, which 
may have^pro\red to j)t the turning 
point, was'sutfered by the Cards 
when big Walker Cooper, battery 
mate and brother ot pitcher Mort, 
split his finger on a foul tip ott the 
bat ot Frankie Crosetti in the. fifth 
inning, and was forced to retire 
from the game. It was in the very 
next inning, with second string re- 
ceiver Ken O'Day behind the plate, 
that Dickey, breaking his own re- 
cord set the previous day by play- 
ing in his 38th World, Series game 
with the same team, the Bronx 
Bombers, smote his series winning 
blow. The Cards threatened by hav- 
ing two men on base in both the 
eighth and ninth innings but the 
Georgia cracker, Spurgeon Chand- 
ler, rose to the occasion and pitch- 
ing with masterful cunning, sub- 
dued the heavy bats ot the Red- 
birds, and by so doing disappointed 
33,872 St. Louis fans who wended 
their way homewards, saddened by 
the thought that the Worid's champ- 
ionship pennant would no longer fly 
from the mast of Sportsman's Park. 

"nie outstanding stars of the ser- 
ies ' were undoubtedly Chandler, 
Mort Cooper, Gordon, Crosetti and 
Bill Dickey. Chandler proved. his 
quality as an ace pitcher by hurl- 
ing two truly magnificent ball 
games and justified manager Mc- 
Carthy's faith in him. Mort Cooper 
pitching with a heavy heart after 
his father's recent death, was re- 
sponsible for the only Cardinal vic- 
tory of the series. His loss may 
well have been turned into a vic- 
tory had his mates managed to 
cash in on the numerous' chances 
they had to, score. Theh: inability 
to push runs across the plate with 
scoring opportunities was one of 
the main reasons for their inability 
to cope with the thunderous bats 
of the Murderers' Row. Another 
highlight of the series was the 
sparkling, all-around play of sec- 
ond-sacker Joe Gordon, who han- 
dled 43 chances faultlessly. It may

Radio Telephone Operator. 

For those who have had signalling and 
telegraphy as part ot their War Service, this 
field should be right up their alley. It entails 
operation of radio telephone equipment from 
the ground to aircraft, and the speed required 
is only six words per minute. For the more 
speedy, there is wireless operating which re> 
quires a more thorough course (6 months) and 
which is a more responsible Job. Operators 
transmit and receive signals by radio telc> 
graphy and radio telephone as well as look 
after equipment and Instal it in air craft. Pre- 
vious experience is not essential, but it helps 
no end. 

Cleric Operational. 
^According to the B.C.A.F. pamphlet, this Job 



is one ot "the most important and at times one 
ot the most exciting ot the war." The woric 
consists ot recording the positions and courses 
ot every aircraft, ship or submarine whether it 
be friendly or alien, and all clerks arc bound 
to the utmost secrecy. Special references, per- 
fect hearing and speech are the qualifications, 
and the training is long and difficult. In. fact, 
lectures are memorized in the class room— no 
written notes are allowed. If you are really a 
whiz at this, you have an opportunity of be- 
coming an Instructor ot Air Craft recognition 
for the men's half of the Force. 

Fholography. 

This field has a definite post-war value, for 
girls are trained by top-flight photographers in 
taldng, developing, printing and enlarging pic- 
tures. As skill develops, Interesting side-lines 
will open up In color work, medical and clinical 
photography. Aerial photography and the mak- 
ing of air-maps is included in the twelve week 
course given at HockcUffe. 



Pbys. Ed. Training and Drill Instmctors. 

This trade is a recent addition and is open 
to all with diplomas from a Phys, Ed. School. 

There arc several other fields such as Hos- 
pital Assistants, Motor Transport and numerous 
jobs for clerks with stenography or typing, fil- 
ing and general business experience. 

Advancement is fast, but all promotions are 
based on ability and aptitude and not on 
amount of education a recruit might have.
